Kxm arks.—This is the warmest month of June that has occurred in Newport 
since by the introduction of Thermometers we have been able to ascertain with cor* 
rectness the average heat.—It has exceeded, by six degrees and a half, the roea* 
temperature of Jane, 1817. and is nearly on a par with July of the same year* 
which the mean heat was 70° 77 —The medium heat of its warmest day has surpas 
cd by six degrees the warmest day of July, and by three degrees the warmest day 
August of the last year —In Providence, in Boston, in Salem, and indeed from eve 
town on the main from which we have heard, the Thernfometer rose from five to ts 
degrees higher than at Newport, on the 29th— But there is another advantage the 
the inhabitants of this temperate Island enjoy, which they ought gratefully to appraise. 
—If lor a few days in the course of the summer, the Mercury should shew from $ii 
to 90° of heat, the coolness of the succceding nights enables us, by a refreshing sleep, 
to recover from the exhaustion of a hot day— In the instance now before us, whan 
we experienced s heat of 9u», the night was at 74°; but at Boston, where the heat 
at the warmest of the day was at 94, the Thermometer during the night stood at 14.’ 
—In other places it was still higher, and deprived of sleep, every one was leiing kta 
strength, through every pore. 


W e shall, in some future remarks, endeavour to explain, to the satiHaetlea of our 
readers, the reasons of the great advantages of Rhode-lsland, in point of climate, bajt% 
in Winter end Summer.

formation had been received at 6t. Au­ 
gustine« of the fall of Peniacola ; a re* 
port of it had reached theroi but it wat 
aAervardi contradicted ; and they re­ 
mained in doubt and uncertainty bn the 
«uhjcct.—A large body of Indiana, with 
their women and children» were Micamp- 
ed within about five milea of St. Augus­ 
tine, fsd a number of them daily visited 
the town.—The garrison,which amounts 
to about 400 men, we^e much elated by 
this timely anpply of clothing, provisions 
and money, which they had been long 
looking for.

The Congreas Arrived* 


The United States frigate Congress, 
Captain Sinclair, anchored in Hamp* 
ton Roada on Wednesday afternoon from 
Buenos Ayres. Messra. Graham and 
Rodney, two of the commissioners tent 
out to the new republic by our govern­ 
ment, last fall, in the Congress, have re­ 
turned in her ; and with Capt. Sinclair, 
Mr. 
Breckenridge, Secretary to the 
mission, and Mr. Breese, Purser of the 
Congress, came up to town in the even­ 
ing. 
Mr. Bland, another of the com­ 
missionerai who went out in the Con* 
gress, remaina at Buenos Ayres, in the 
quality of a public representative from 
the government of the United Statea. 


l^ e Cnn^vest totiched at St> Salvador, 
on her passage home, for wood and 
water, and remained there 8 daya. Noth­ 
ing worthy of renurk transpired during 
her stay. She also touchcd at the Island 
of Margarita, where she remained two 
days. 
The island wae still in possession 
of the patriots, who had rendered it al­ 
most impregnable^ General Arlsmendi, 
sccond in command of the Patriot fiircas, 
had his head quarters at Margarita. 


Anxious tti bear some further particu> 
lars of the defeat, or rather total* dis* 
persion, of the l*atriots, as reported 
in a letter received at Philadelphia, 
from St. Thomus, of June 14ih—.and 
knowing thut the Congress must briiig 
the latest advcts from the Main,we made 
pirticular enquiries of several of the 
gentlemen from tho Congreas upon the 
subject, who informed that so far from 
havintr experienced any recent reverses, 
the afToirs of the Patriots were never in 
a more flourishing condition. 
They had 
lately been rcinforced by a fine brigade 
of artiilery, composed entirely of Uri* 
(ibh 
Troops, which rendexvoused at 
St Thoma*>, in New«Guayna, in March 
last ; and such was the eotifidence of all 
classes, both of the citizens and military, 
in the emancipiition of Venezuela, that 
they considered the event to be as cer­ 
tain as if it had already been achieved. It 
«kill be recollected that the letter above 
referred to states that about a week piiur 
to the I Ith of June, «Mho Indfpendent 
General Bermudas ottuckcd Cumana 
with all the force he could get together, 
and was totally defeated.** Now to show 
how little reliance ought to bn placed in 
this and similar reporta, tending to damp 
the interest whicii is felt in the cause ot 
the Patriots, we are unequivocally assur­ 
ed that so late as the 82d of June, Cu 
mona had not been attacked by the Pa­ 
triots ; on the contrary it was hourly ex­ 
pected to surrender without resistance, 
as the Patriots had for some time been 
closely besieging it, and had dra«n their 
lineato within pistol-shot of the town.— 
Uiion and Aury bad united their fleet» 
at Margarita, and were waiting the or­ 
ders of the Commander in Chief, Gen 
Uuliirar.

Iterara 


Mr. Arbuthnot, they aay, waa a Bri­ 
tish merchant who had resided at New- 
Providence, and from thence, under the 
sanction of the Spanish government, had 
gone to Florida, and opened a store to 
trade with the Indians for akina and 
corn^ 
Finding him liberal and honett, 
the Seminolet placed great confidencc 
in him, made their complainte to him 
when they were depredated on and rob­ 
bed by the Georgians ; and communi­ 
cated those complaints to the Btitish go* 
vernment. 
He never su pplied the In­ 
diana with arms, but sold them powder, 
which to an Indian hunter is almost a 
necessary of life. 
This, they aay, was 
his whole cffence. 


Of Ambrister they say, he wat a high 
spirited young man, who had served with 
the Indians in the Seminole nation, under 
Coloael Nichols, and bore a commis­ 
sion in the Rcyal Colonial Marine.— 
Having contracted friendships with the 
^eiainoles, he was probably with them, 
when captured ; and has been saciificed, 
instead of being treated as a prisoner of 
war. 


The above were convicted on the testi­ 
mony of one Cook, an accomplice. 
The 
New-Providencc papera say of Cook, 
thatha wasa Vendue-debt Collector In 
Vassaui but waa discharged for convert* 
ing to his own use a considerable sum 
of money*. 
Mr Arburthnot, being in 
want of a Clerk in his store in Florida, 
and conceiving that Cook*a late miscon­ 
duct was a first offence, took him into 
his employ} but finding him at hie for­ 
mer tricks, be delivered him over to the 
Spanish Commandant at St. Marks, to be 
dealt with according to law.

provided that the aame vessel bad aot 
transported the aame cargo from one ol 
the porta of Hia Briuinnie Majesty, clos- 
ed to American veaacla. But any Utitish 
vessels may carry on a traffic to B^rmt|* 
da and Hfdlfa|i» ind tlieir, cargoea re* 
shipped in other vessels, mid so bf ad* 
mitted to an entry in our porte— 1 he 
only inconvenience which the Briiish 
merchant will sustain, it the expcnce of 
unloading and resbipplhg In another 
vessel — But the UnUed States in their 
turn will be able to export the various 
producHona of their soil to Halifax or 
Bermuda, and take from thence English 
mauufac!ures,or the produce of the Eng­ 
lish West-lndia Islands, that may have 
been brought in English vessels to those 
porta. The vessels which can afford to 
sail at tho lowest rate, will, therefore 
succeed best.— The commerce it so lar 
placed upon a reciprocal footing 
The 
expencea of the goods in transiter, will 
piolNtbly operate nearly equally upon 
both nations—and build up the ports of 
Bermuda, and of Halifax, at the charge 
of the U. S. and of the otheè English 
colonica.
